5. Larry Houston and Walter Pforzheimer reported that legislation for the 
NSC Medal for Intelligence was in order and that they had agreed that the Exec- 
utive Secretary of the National Security Council should approve of the design 
of the Medal since General Smith had specifically indicated that CIA was not to 
be mentioned in the legislation. They reported that they have discussed other 
legislation with the Department of Defense and that it is going forward. The 
Secretary of Defense did not concur, but will not object to any of our proposed 
legislation. The only change suggested was that we make the statutory positions 
for the D/DCI and the three Deputies flexible enough to be filled by either 
civilian or military personnel. I told Larry that unless he heard from me to 
the contrary he could assume that this was OK. (This has been cleared with 

Mr. Wolf and the Director.) . .
